‘Authorities for their deportation to some! 
distant part of China. They were all 
convicts who had been expelled from the! 
Settlement, varying from once in the 
case of four men to eight times in the 
case of one convict. 

‘The arrangement for their banish- 
ment not having eventuated, the! 
following order was made: “To be 
banded over to the Chinese City Au- 
thorities for deportation. The Chinese! 
Authorities will be given a list of the! 
men setting forth each man's record, 
and will be requested to report in due! 
course what action is taken in each 
case.” 


On February 20 a paragraph appeared 
in the ‘Esstern Times” (Chinese) to 
the effect that the City Magistrate had 
given instroctions that the prisoners 
were to be released if they could furnish 
security not te visit the Settlement 
again. The report also said that two 
of the men had already furnished the 
necessary security. Thexe two men bad 
jeach a record of 11 previous convietions. 
Subsequently two more men with 10 
‘and 8 previous convictions respectively 
were released on security and 10 of the 
ing 16 were sent to Kading, 
tio 22 mile from Shanghai, on ve

as to the action taken by them, so that 
the object of sending these ten men to 
Kading is not apparent. 

It was stated at the time these! 
convicts were sentenced that endeavours 
would be made to have them banished 
for military service in the distant parte 
of China, The matter was referred to 
the Board of Justice (7) 2 #§) in 
Peking, but apparently, without result.

These rules which 
‘came into force on February 1 were 
communicated to the Mixed Court with 
the suggestion that they might _be 
adopted in this Court also, with a view 
to: securing uniformity of procedure in 
the two Courts, Under the existing 
conditions, however, it was not found 
practicable to adopt these rules but
